Court of Appeals at San Francisco Decides the 
Case 
of Schirrmacher vs.. Ship 
Erskine 
M. Phelps.

SAN FRANCISCO, 
June 1. 
The Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has reversed the judgment of the United States District Court 
at Honolulu in the admiralty case of Schirmacher 
vs: the American 
ship Erskine M. Phelps. 


Tltc decision just reversed 
was by the late Judge 
Morris 
M. 
Estec and was rendered on October 
15, 1903. 
It was a suit brought 
by Julius 
A. Schirrmacher 
against the Erskine 
M. Phelps, whereof 
R. J. Graham was master, 
for $10,000 damages on the ground of 
neglect with which it was alleged the complainant, 
a member of 
the crew of the defendant ship, had been treated after his leg was 
broken by accident. 
Judge Estec awarded to Schirrmacher 
eighteen 
hundred 
dollars together with costs 
of the suit. 
He found in a 
lengthy decision that there was no evidence of carelessness 
in load- 
ing the siiip as cause of the accident. 
Neither was there a proof 
of the failure in the legal obligations 
of a vessel owner regarding 
food supply or proper 
care in case of sickness. 
Captain 
Graham 
was censured by the court for personal indifference to the injured 
man's case and delay in having him placed under surgical treatment 
on arrival at Honolulu. 
The, main reason for awarding damages, 
however, 
was 
that 
Captain 
Graham 
did 
not 
head 
the 
ship 
for 
the 
nearest 
port 
to 
obtain 
surgical 
assistance 
for 
the 
complainant 
when 
the 
accident 
happened. 
It 
was 
held 
by 
the 
court 
that 
he 
should 
have 
made 
for 
Valparaiso, 
Chili; 
Port Stanley, 
Falkland 
Islands, 
or even Tahiti or the Marquesas, 
all nearer where the accident 
happened 
than Honolulu. 
She was 
less than 900 miles from Valparaiso at the time. 
Judge Estce died on October 
27, the decision here mentioned 
having been the last one he ever rendered.

Australia. 
The Australians 
nre making nn effort 
In India to secure parnsites to destroy 
the lly, as It had made great Inroads 
on their

during the past yeat. 
He snld that there was no fruit lly pest 
heie nt present, with the exception 
of 
the fruit 
lly which had destioyed the 
musk melon business here. 
At one time 
Hnvvnil 
had raibd 
the 
finest, sort of 
musk 
melons, 
but the Inioads of this 
lly had destroyed the Industry. 
If the 
Australian 
fruit lly should 
reach Ha- 
waii, via the Orient 
whero littfe heed 
Is paid to the lighting of fruit pests. It

George Carson Kenyon, one of the British claimants 
for dam- 
ages against the Republic 
of Hawaii 
on account of imprisonment 
in the 1895 uprising, died recently in Capetown, South Africa, where 
he had obtained 
situation. 
Kenyon lived in the Hawaiian Islands 
for two periods, 
with an interval 
of two or three years between 
them. 
In the first period he was editor of the Bulletin for 
short 
time soon after it was started, or about 1882 or 1883. 
Shortly 
be- 
fore leaving here for tlie last time he was associated with Edmund 
Norrie in the editorship 
of the Independent. 
Kenyon was 
fluent 
writer with 
sometimes irritating pen. 
He was employed for some 
years as 
teacher by the Board of Education. 
His father was an 
artist in Australia, who visited him here in the eighties. 
Aftei 
go- 
ing home the second time, Kenyon studied at Cambridge University, 
England, 
for a term or so. 
He was strong in mathematics. 
His 
age at death would have been about 
45 years. 
News of his death 
came in a letter from his aunt, Miss Agnew, to Mrs. Walter Hill 
this week. 
Kcnyon's claim was for $4500.

doubts 
that had accompanied 
his translation 
to the highest ofllce 
In the Republic 
by rigid adherence 
to the 
policy 
of 
President 
McKlnley, 
which 
has been 
sanctioned 
throughout the country, nnd 
by "a calmness 
and conservntlsm and 
equipoise 
of temperament 
that 
have 
shown 
him to be one of the safest as 
well ns ono of the strongest men who 
ever occupied 
the presidential chair." 
"Neither 
capital 
nor labor," 
added 
Judge Burnett, "has any Just groun$ 
to 
fear 
the 
administration

and fearless leader, 
because 
he will treat them both with absolute

These are the keynotes to the suc-

conscien- 
tiousness, 
nnd by a firm reliance upon 
the people. 
These 
are elements 
that. 
In a presidential 
year 
especially, 
In 
American 
history have always proved 
to be controlling. 
The 
Democratic 
Convention, 
on the 
other 
hand, 
simply 
Illustrated 
the 
political 
atavism 
that has characteri- 
zed the Democratic party 
since 
1832. 
On 
the first day of 
Us 
session,, the 
Hearst forces were beaten and an 
anti-Hear- 
st 
chairman elected. 
In a single 
night, through methods that have been 
Justly 
excoriated 
In 
the 
California 
press, 
a sufficient 
number 
of plastic 
delegates were secured 
to pass the 
In- 
structions for Hearst, 
which 
antago- 
nized the action of Democrats In nearly 
every great state 
In the Union. 
The 
platform adopted had 
scarcely 
any 
evidences of 
Identity 
with 
American 
democracy, 
ns It formerly existed. 
It 
advocated the election 
of Federal 
sen- 
ators by the direct vote of the people, 
which 
Is not a party 
question, 
and 
which eminent lawyers and statesmen, 
of both parties, consider a serious dis- 
turbance of the constitutional balance. 
It further presented the socialistic 
doc- 
trine of government ownership of rail- 
roads. 
It also in effect denounced 
the 
Panama canal, 
now In process 
of 
con- 
struction. 
The result Is that the lead- 
ing aspirations 
of American 
citizens 
were condemned and a government re- 
version 
to an 
antique and 
exploded 
type, 
Inconsistent with American 
In- 
stitutions, advocated. 
Hearst 
will not and Parker, the 
re- 
spectable though unknown leader of 
the 
negative quantity 
In 
American 
politics, 
will be nominated. 
But Theo- 
dore 
Roosevelt, 
the representative 
of 
positive 
and advancing 
Americanism, 
within the lines of the constitution and 
of definite and successful 
politics, 
will 
not only be nominated but elected. The 
result has long since passed beyond the

In reducing the 
ma- 
larial scourge 
to almost the vanishing 
point. 
Although 
It 
Is said that 
the 
species 
(anopheles) 
which 
propagates 
malarial fever does not exist here, yet 
the 
species 
of mosquito 
which 
does 
abound 
In 
Hnwa'.l 
has 
been 
under 
suspicion 
of spreading disease. 
Wheth- 
er this Is unfounded 
or not, 
there 
Is 
no question of the mosquito's 
being an 
outrageous pest In these Islands. What- 
ever difference 
there may 
be between 
the mosquito 
that dlssemlnntes fevers 
In other countries 
nnd 
the one that 
makes epidermal misery universal 
In 
these Islands, but one method 
Is needed 
for killing oft 
both 
species. 
This 
is 
the doing away with stagnant 
water 
upon the surface of which the myriad 
brood 
Is cradled Into 
noxious 
being. 
The effort has been crowned with suc- 
cess 
elsewhere 
and, 
notwithstanding 
pome peculiar difficulties, the movement 
begun 
here can be made 
to 
succeed. 
All that 
Is 
needed 
Is to keep 
at 
It, 
gradually 
hammering down 
the 
ob- 
stacles. 
One of the chief hindrances to effec- 
tive work which .the campaigners have 
found 
In Honolulu 
Is popular Indiffer- 
ence. 
Other than the statute 
of nuis- 
ances which gives the authorities 
con- 
trol over stagnant 
pools nnd any con 
ditions 
existent 
on 
private property 
which may constitute a menace to the 
public 
health, there 
Is no 
power 
of 
compulsion 
for making Individual 
citi- 
zens take any part In the fight. 
What 
Lord C,romer 
ays In his report on the 
results nt Ismallla would apply to the 
mosquito 
campaign 
In 
Honolulu, 
namely: 
"Success 
can only be insured 
by careful attention 
to a number of 
petty details? 
Even If it were possible 
It would, I conceive, 
generally be ob 
jectionable to attempt 
to enforce this 
attention 
by 
legislative 
measures, 
which 
would almost certainly 
Involve 
minute and, probably, 
vexatious Inter 
ference on the pnrt of officials with the 
household arrangements of each family 
and individual. 
In most cases, 
there. 
fore, 
everything 
will depend on 
the 
effective and voluntary 
of 
the householders 
themselves." 
While 
the 
difficulty 
of 
obtaining 
popular 
here 
may 
be 
great, as illustrated 
In the fact that 
instructions 
to 
householders 
must be 
printed 
In 
five 
or six different 
lan 
guages before they can be comprehen 
sively 'published, 
yet it would ho dbubt 
yield to persevering educational, effort. 
Appeals 
to the love of comfort Inherent 
In all nationalities making up Hono 
lulu's composite population ought to be 
effective. 
The Orientals are usually set 
down as being an Inert element when 
any moving of the masses for the 
com-mo- 
n 
good Is discussed. 
This, however, 
a little consideration 
of 
many well 
known 
instnnces to tho contrary 
will 
show to be an Injustice to the Orientals. 
Their 
own 
abounding 
societies 
for 
mutual aid, charity and sociability are 
somewhat conclusive 
on 
this 
point. 
That they are fond of comfort 
may be 
surmised from 
such 
evidence 
as the 
Inrge number of their 
stores, 
lodging 
houses, 
etc., 
equipped 
with 
electric 
light. 
We have 
never heard that any 
of the diverse nationalities here domi- 
ciled nre lacking 
In isensltlveness 
to 
the stings of mosquitoes. 
Therefore, 
tho 
tnsk of Inducing 
substantially 
all 
qf 
the Inhabitants 
of Honolulu 
to make 
common cause against the pest ought 
not to be regarded as hopeless. 
If tho 
citizens' 
committee 
would 
enlarge Its 
scope 
by enlisting 
to 
represent the .different languages spok 
en extensively here,

gain in the effective

and Trade Unionism," 


In which the author plainly and statis- 
tically deals wlthstrlkes and lockouts. 
He writes for the church, In 
Kb broad 
sense, embracing many denominations. 
In which thousunds of unionized, 
wage-earne- 
rs 
are Included, 
and which 
pro 
hibits 
"hate 
and anathema, 
as 
sug- 
gested 
by the blackleg Inferno 
and as 
maUe terribly real In the maiming and 
killing ofseabs." 
In accordance with 
many lay thinkers In th6 United States, 
he recognizes 
the full'rlght of organiza- 
tion 
by labor ns well as by capital, 
and he considers 
that the reorganized 
or purified 
unions, 
respecting the law 
and ununlonlzed citizenship, 
have come 
to stay, and he suggests that, as the 
church is also to stay, both should 
co- 
operate In securing needed reforms and 
In the peaceful 
solution 
of present and 
future 
controversies.

Commerce 
between the United States 
and Cuba has Increased, 
It may with- 
out exaggeration 
be said 
Immensely, 
under the operation of the reciprocity 
treaty that went Into force 
December 


27, 
1903. 
Sugar Imports 
from Cuba, as 
a matter expected, 
have had much 
to 
do with the 
expansion 
of 
trade 
be- 
tween the countries 
no doubt account- 
ing for much of the Increase 
of exports 
to Cuba as, well as for swelled imports 
therefrom, 
as, with this staple entering 
the United States, not only in greater 
quantity 
but with special 
advantages 
under the treaty; the Cubans can afford 
to buy more heavily than hitherto 
of 
American 
products. 
At the same time, 
the increase 
In 
Cuban 
sugar 
Imports 
has not demoralized 
the market. 
The Imports 
from Cuba for the first 
three months of this year amounted In 
value 
to 
$23,217,180, 
against 
$11,948,597 
for the corresponding 
three months of 


1903. 
Exports 
to 
Cuba 
for the first 
three months of 1904 .amounted 
In value 
to 
$6,495,149, 
against 
$5,211,063 
for the 
corresponding 
period 
of last year. 
Of 
the Imports 
from Cuba sugar made up 


$19,315,285. 
The Increases 
In the values 
of articles 
exported 
from 
the United 
States to Cuba are much more diversi- 
fied than In the case of Imports. 
Espe- 
cially 
Important 
Increases 
have 
been 
teglstered 
in the exports to Cuba 
of 
flour, 
cotton 
cloth, 
sewing 
machines, 
locomotives, 
leather, lumber and 
fur- 
niture.

The town of Ismnllla was founded 
in 
1862. 
Public health 
was 
In a 
satis- 
factory 
condition 
until 
1877. 
By that 
time, 
various works had 
been 
con- 
structed 
in the neighborhood 
of 
the 
town, 
resulting 
in a considerable 
in- 
crease in the area of stagnant 
water. 
An epidemic 
of fever then broke out; 
33S cases occurred In 1877. 
The disease

endemic. 
The average number 
of cases in the 
14 years, from 
1884 to 
1897, both Inclusive, was 1700, thus 
con- -' 
stttutlng a very large proportion of the 
total population. 
Up to the end of 1897, the company

THE LAW 


Merchants 
Take Action 
Against 
Making 
Exhibits. 


At a meeting of the Merchants' 
As- 
sociation yesterday the directors were 
authorized to take action in the courts 
In testing the law which requires 
cor- 
porations 
to submit exhibits of their 
business to the Treasurer 
of the Ter 
ritory. 
The members 
were unanimous 
in the belief that it is wrong to expect 
purely mercantile corporations, whose 
stock Is not dealt with for speculative 
purposes, 
to submit statements of their 
busmos3 affairs, which at any time can 
be examined by a rival simply by call 
ing upon the Treasurer and asking to 
see the reports. 
President Smith stated that the as 
sociation believed in upholding the law 
if it were a Just one, but that he be- 
lieved this one unjust. 
The object of 
this law ta 
that 
corporations 
must 
make such detailed exhibits 
of their 
operations that the public may call at 
the government olllces and secure 
ac- 
curate statements of their condition and 
workings. 
In the case of sugar 
plan- 
tations, or other large 
industries 
in 
which the stocks 
of corporations 
are 
generally handled by the public, 
the 
law was a benefit, but for small mer- 
cantile corporations It worked a hard- 
ship and an 
Injustice. 
A 
traveling 
salesman from San Francisco 
or 
a 
rival business concern here might go' 
to the Treasury department 
and 
se 
cure, 
from such exhibits. Information 
greatly to the detriment of a corpora- 
tion which 
compiled with the require- 
ment. 
Mr. Smith stated that the firm 
he 
represented, against which the Treas- 
urer is to bring his suit to compel the 
filing of exhibits, was opposed 
to the 
making 'of the returns. 
The firm had 
always refused to file the exhibit and 
had been 
told by their attorneys that 
the law provided 
no punishment 
for 
their failure to file It. 
He felt that the 
matter was one for the Merchants' As 
sociation 
to handle, as It affected

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MUCH LEPROSY 
EXISTS 
ON 
ISTHMUS OF PANAMA 


In the various 
official 
health 
reports 
which ha'c been made 
regarding 
the situation 
on the Isthmus 
of Panama 
very little has 
been said as to the existence of leprosy there. 
This may be due to 
the fact that the officials who formulated 
these reports base them 
upon the official 
records of the different hospitals, 
which natural- 
ly do not receive many patients 
afflicted with this disease. 
Lep- 
rosy has been more or less prevalent on the isthmus for years and 
Bogota, the capital of Colombia, has over 5 per cent of its popula- 
tion affected. 
The French and St. Thomas 
hospitals 
are crowded. 
The most prevalent 
diseases arc bcri bcri, elephantiasis, 
dysentery 
and various forms of malaria, the most common and fatal type of 
which is termed the charges fever. 
It was while pursuing inves- 
tigations along this line that it was found that leprosy was by no 
means an uncommon disease there. 
About a mile and a half from 
the city of Panama 
and situated along the shores of the Pacific a 
colony is maintained 
for these unfortunate 
people. 
It was some 
little time before the leper colony could be located. 
The colony 
consists of four wooden huts, surmounted 
by corrugated steel roofs, 
blistering under the intense rays of a tropical sun. 
It is thorough- 
ly isolated and surrounded 
by a wire fence three feet high, the 
en- 
trance to which is guarded by a public health officer. 
In the vicin 
ity of the huts were found thousands 
of gigantic 
lizards, 
numer 
ous sand crabs and a flock of hungry vultures.

genus of the verbena family, nre prick- 
ly Bhrubs, and cultivated in Europe as 
ornamental 
plants, but 
In warm 
cli- 
mates they are a perfect pest and a 
source of great trouble to agricultur- 
ists. 
This applies more 
especially 
to 
the lantana camara and the numerous 
varieties of this ubiquitous species. We 
hear a universal complaint from' In- 
dia, Australia, Java and 
Indeed-fro- 
all tropltal countries.. 
During the first 
months of the existence of the J. d A. 
T., 
we remember having 
received 
a 
letter from the Chamber of Agricul- 
ture of Tahiti, asking our advice as 
to the best means of arresting 
the 
lantana pest. 
At the time we were at 
a loss as to what answer to give; the 
data we have now received 
will prob- 
ably be of a nature to give more satis- 
faction to our correspondents."

periodical named the account of

here, 
the 
Journal 
d'Agrlculture 
Troplcale 
con- 
cludes 
thus:

the pnpayn 
fruit seems to come forth of unassisted 
nature 
In the Hawaiian Islands, only 
needing 
to have the seed planted 
al- 


most 
anywhere for producing 
a. tree 
that will bear the luscious fruit In a few 
months. 
But 
when 
one 
essays 
to 
propagate the pnpnya tree without pre- 


vious knowledge, 
It Is only to encounter 
difficulty 
and disappointment. 
Apart 
from various exacting: requirements 
In 
tending and pruning, the tree 
Is 
pos- 


sessed of vagaries In reproduction from 
the seed which must be learned before 
success 
in Its cultivation can be 
ob- 
tained. 
The 
following 
Information 
is 
furnished with a view 
to aiding the 
Hawaiian horticulturist 
In 
mastering 
papaya cultivation. It Is compiled from 
"The Story of the Papaw" (as the name 
of the plant In one of Its popular forms 
Is there given), a paper by F. B. 
Kil- 
mer, 
reproduced 
from 
the 
American 
Journal 
of Pharmacy 
In the August, 
1903, number of the Bulletin of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Jamaica. Par- 
ticular attention 
is called 
to the facts 
relating to sex In the plant, for it Is 
the peculiarity 
In this respect' which 
has caused 
the chief trouble here. 
Of the several 
edible 
species 
men- 
tioned 
In the article here drawn from, 
the Carlca Papaya has the main 
at- 
tention. 
It Is the species cultivated in 
Hawaii. 
There nro varying descriptions of the 
character of the plant, as It Is modified 
by locality and cultivation. 
Among the 
notable varieties of the Carlca Papaya 
are the green and 
"violet." 
The violet 
Is the one most highly 
es- 
teemed 
for cultivation, 
but 
does 
not 
attain great height. 
The fruit is large, 
often 
weighing 
as 
much 
as twenty 
pounds, 
and when ripe Is very sweet. 
While young the trees are kept shady 
and pruned 
to prevent their growing 
tnll. 
To encourage fruit, portions of 
the flowers nre picked oft; the smaller 
fruits nre removed 
when green, sp that 
the remainder 
will 
grow larger and 
stronger. 
The 
green 
Carlca grows 
to 
greater 
height than 
the 
purple; 
Its 
fruits are smaller and "possess a less 
agreeable flavor. 
The three forms 
of flower present In 
the papaya are, according to the native 
description, 
classified as varieties. 
The 
female 
trees bear only fruit- 
ing flowers, 
and 
produce 
the largest 
fruit nnd the greatest numbers. 
These 
flowers are 
single, 
with a yellow 
(or 
purple) corolla with five sessile petals, 
growing in considerable 
numbers at the 
apex of the stalk, which rapidly pushes 
upward nnd puts out new leaf stems. 
The fruit development 
Is so rapid "that 
buds, 
flowers, green and ripe fruit are 
often seen at the same time. 
The male 
flowers are borne 
on 
hanging stems, 
ranging from six Inches to one foot or 
more 
in length, 
and 
may be white, 
bright 
yellow, 
sometimes 
tinged with 
purple, 
often 
developing 
considerable 
fragrance. 
Though 
not large, the fruit 
of the hanging papaya Is very sweet. 
"It is quite common," 
Mr. 
Kilmer 
says, "for numerous papaya plants 
to 
spring up from seeds scattered by the 
birds over a portion of land whlch, 
ac- 
cording to tropical custom, 
has 
been 
clenred by burning away the trees and 
undergrowth. 
There are no forests of 
papayas, because 
the plants need sun 
and 
room. 
They 
are 
seldom 
seen 
among dense 
growths. 
They 
do not 
propagate 
In clusters. 
For the most 
part they are the product of cultiva- 
tion, and near every hut nre carefully 
guarded groups from two to six In num- 
ber." 
It must 
not 
be 
Inferred 
from 
the 
foregoihg 
remarks 
about the papaya 
ns a forest growth that the plant 
Is 
not capable of cultivation 
on a large 
scale. 
There Is a magnificent orchard 
of papayas owned 
by Henry M. Well 
In the Kaimukl tract, Honolulu, 
which 
is said to occupy six acres. 
At present 
every tree 
seems 
to be thriving and 
Ionded 
with 
g, 
large fruit. 
Withal the trees, planted 
about ten 
feet apart, are of uniform height, and 
the orchard Is one of the prettiest 
hor- 
ticultural sights In these- 
- Islands. 
Among 
the most 
baffling 
factors 
In 
papaya cultivation would appear to bo 
the uncertainty 
of 
results 
from 
the 
seeds. 
Speaking 
of 
strange 
variations 
In 
tropical plant 
life, 
Mr. Kilmer says: 
"The papaya is likewise very prone to 
variation. 
Seeds selected with extreme 
care from flourishing 
trees, the fruit of 
which would weigh fifteen pounds, upon 
being planted would in part follow the 
parent 
stock; 
other 
portions 
would 
revert to the wild prototype and yield" 
fruit the size of a hen'H egg." 
Hon. William Fawcett, 
B. 8c, F. L. 
S 
Director of the Jamaica Public Gar- 
dens and Plantations, 
is quoted 
by Mr. 
Kilmer ns follows 
regarding 
cultiva- 
tion: 
"The 
best method of 
planting 
pa- 
payas Is to raise the young plants 
In 
beds, and ns soon as they are threo 
Inches high transplant 
them Into bam- 
boo Joints, 
In which 
they can bo kept 
until they nro nlno Inches 
high,

of 
Prince 
"Cupid," 
the 
former 
Queen's 
adopted

Francis and 
inspected 
the grounds. 
However, 
the former 
Queen 
was not

it.

and companion,

took a long drive over Ihc grounds.

Queen silting 
in a rear scat of the

riage and well shielded 
from view. 
Tuesday night the former Queen walk- 
ed out of the side entrance

ensy reach of him when In the wnttr, 
but ho immediately swam away from 
them. 
Carey 
had 
been scrubbing tho

deck,

he suddenly rushed 
to tho side of the vessel and vaulted 
on to the rail into the water. 
The ship 
was put about as soon as possible, but 
before a boat could teach him he had 
sunk.

the circumstances under which he met

conjectured. 
Relche 
had 
been somewhat eccentric 
In his conduct for some time before his 
disappearance.

and the mate 
of the ship 
thereupon confined Reiche
